The + and - supply are in series, = 


with the connection between the series OA2 and OB2 = 


establishing ground. If there is a short in the + rail, 
the OB2 will be trying to regulated the whole doubler 
power supply output, with no help from the shorted OA2. 


Even a short in the keyer section fed with unregulated +DC 
(namely the audio sidetone oscillator) would 

cause the OB2 to glow super-bright. 12AU7 V4 might be gassy, 
for instance. You can pull it and see if the OB2 returns 

to normal. Have you previously changed out C9, 

in the grid area of V4B? If C9 is leaky, V4B would draw 
excessive current.

Dear Colleagues: 


As readers of these pages know, the MRHS is planning a "mini Might on Nights" for 
New Year's Eve. K6KPH will participate in Straight Key Night while KSM will be on 
the air on CW and RTTY to give listeners a chance to copy the station during hours 
of darkness Pacific time. We plan to use several vintage RCA and Press Wireless 
transmitters for the event (see http://www.radiomarine.org for details). 


Now comes a report from Transmitter Supervisor Steve Hawes of the the MRHS 

Transmitter Department originally entitled "It was working when we turned it off!" 
This is a standard, faintly humorous phrase at the MRHS that is usually applied to 
a transmitter or other piece of gear that may have been turned off years ago. It 


was working then so why shouldn't it work now even though it has been sitting in a 
cold, damp transmitter gallery? 


Steve's report below was intended for internal use but I thought you might find an 
inside glimpse of what the Transmitter Department faces on a daily basis at the 
MRHS interesting. Remember, these transmitters are 50+ and 60+ years old. 


While we in the Operating Department are figuratively on the bridge of the ship 
the Transmitter Department (led by Steve with the able assistance of Transmitter 
Engineer Bill Ruck and Maintenance Technician Mike Johnson) is like the engine 
room crew, keeping the boilers stoked and the steam pressure up, working against 
tremendous odds to keep the station on the air. It's only through their efforts 
that we in the Operating Department can press our keys at the receiving station 
with confidence that the keying relays will close and the lightning will be hurled 
aloft from the big transmitters 20 miles to the south in Bolinas. 


Bill land Steve will be working hard early on New Year's Eve day to make sure all 
the vintage transmitters are on line and ready for our special event. 


If big old transmitters are not of central interest to you then you might want to 
read no further. But if you, as Steve says, “live for transmitters", then you 
might find this glimpse into what the Transmitter Department does at the MRHS an 
interesting read. As you will see, the Transmitter Department has to deal with 
everything from broken coffee machines to dead rats, not just old transmitters!

"It was working when we turned it off!" 
or "It was one of those days..." 
aka the BL report for Sat, 27 December, 2008. 


Arrived at BL about 0906 and read the power meter. There's a great looking 
Black Widow spider down in the right corner of the doorway - I'd love to get 
a pic, but it hides after a few seconds. Wonderful red markings on it. 


Set up for services as party of one. Found the coffee maker did not light 
up - the ON/OFF switch was broken and fell apart. Fortunately, the failed 
position was in the ON position. 


Thought I would investigate after services, but found that one of the bottom 
cover screws was of a security type (flat blade with a notch in the middle), 
so couldn't remove all the screws, but could peek in and see that the switch 
wiring was soldered and not just push-on connectors. Will attempt to find 
some suitable replacement, or hard wire it or get new unit. 


The "new" dehumidifier seemed to be working fine - it didn't ice up. Both 
units were full and had to be emptied. 


Downloaded wx and set up the the KSM TTY bcsts. Txs came up ok. It was 45 
degrees in the tx gallery and didn't get much warmer than that all day (I 
think 52 max). The control room was 55 and got up to 62 or so. There 
appeared to be some rain during the day and observed the reflected power 
come up on the RTTY txs. 


I wanted to check out the vintage txs we would be using on SKN/Mini NON. 
Tx 251K (6474.0) came up ok and worked fine for the time I was testing it. 


I moved the antenna connection from tx B1 (and turned off the circuit 
breaker for it) to Tx 252K (4247). Could not get HV to come up. Found the 
thyratron bias interlock relay not picking up as the fuse to the supply 
transformer was blown. Replaced the fuse, and before it blew again found 
the voltage was only a third of normal. The power supply transformer had a 
partial short in the HV secondary winding. Replaced it with our last 
remaining spare one (where is PW Dahl company or reasonable substitute when 
we need them?). Tx came up ok (although HV OL each time HV is turned on - 
has been doing this for some time), and I made a brief test on 4247. Then 
substituted a 4350.5 signal from the HP generator and retuned to tx for 
that. Tx retuned ok, but antenna current seemed low for the same PA plate 
and screen currents. 


I had also turned on Tx 271K. It came up and keyed ok and was idling HV 
while I worked on 252. As I was working on 252, there was a "clunk" and 
271's HV went off. There was contactor operation LV, but no HV. Finally, 
(after opening circuit breakers) I opened the HV transformer box and 
observed that the auxiliary circuit breaker I had added to protect the 
smaller Henry HV transformer we installed to replace the failed original 
unit had tripped. I checked the silicon diode assemblies added to make it a 
3-phase full-wave supply and they were ok. Reset the breaker and then HV 
came up ok when everything was turned on. Under the backwave I heard N6KPH 
calling CQ and working several stations. 


I had also started the PW-15 filaments and LV (with the door open to give 
longer warmup. I went downstairs, closed the door, and LV came up ok and 
could be keyed ok. I pressed HV on, heard the contactor clunk, but no HV. 
Finally found the high speed breaker had tripped and also the DC OL relay. 
First I disconnected all the plate leads to the HV rects - contactors would 
lock in ok without HS breaker trip. Reconnected the rectifier leads and 
tried again. Same HS breaker and HV DC OL relay tripped. Unplugged a 
couple of of the series current limiting resistors in the HV line to the PA. 
Now was able to get HV on ok. Replaced the resistors and removed both PA 
tubes from sockets. Again, HV on ok, so suspect short in one of the tubes 


or bias supply problems. Will have to work on that on Wednesday. 


In good news: MRHS One, Rats Zero. Ran the trap lines and found all ok 
except when I approached the "new" electric trap in the power room I 
observed a long tail coming from it. The trap was occupied (and nearly 
filled by) a large rat. Cleaned trap and returned it to service.
